Although he had been in fail- 
ing health for several years, Yost’s 
death came unexpectedly. He had 
walked around his Ann Arbor 
home Tuesday morning and ap- 
parently was gaining strength fol- 
lowing a recent illness. 

His career as a football coach 
began in an era of mustached 
players garbed in_ turtleneck 
sweaters and ended in a day of 
giant stadia and cheering multi- 
tudes. 

Since 1940 Yost had been in 
virtual retirement, although hold- 
ing the post of Athletic Director 
Emeritus at the Ann Arbor insti- 
tution. 

His condition became _ serious 
enough this Spring to warrant his 
hospitalization in Battle Creek, 
Mich.

Alleged 


Sugar Thief 


An alleged sugar thief was 
killed in a gun battle with At- 
lanta police yesterday when sur- 
prised while loading sugar from 
an ice cream company warehouse. 
The man and his partner previous- 
ly had agreed to sell the sugar 
to North Georgia bootleggers, po- 
lice said. 

The partner, taken prisoner by 
police, later signed a statement, 
which police say may clear up a 
series of recent sugar thefts. 

The dead man is J. W. Chumb- 
ley, 37, who has a long police rec- 
ord. The other man is Brady L. 


Pinion, 41, of 347 Crew St., S. W. 
When the police gurprised them 
they were driving a truck with 
3,000 pounds of sugar allegedly 
stolen from the warehouse of the 
Olds Ice Cream Company, at Capi- 
tol and Woodward Avenues, S. E. 


According to police records, this 
is the story of the incident: 7 

At 2:50 a. m. yesterday, Radio 
Patrolmen O. T. Jones and J. T. 
Camp received a radio call to go to 
the plant of the Olds Ice Cream 
Company. On the way, they met 
a truck driving west on Woodward 
Avenue at Crew Street. The truck 
was running fast and the patrol- 
men suspected something. 

Camp, driving the radio car, 
turned his automobile across the 
street, thus blocking the truck. 
Then he jumped from the radio 
car and arrested Pinion, driver of 
the truck. 

Meanwhile, Chumbley jumped 
from the truck and started to ad- 
vance on Patrolman Jones with 
an open knife in his hand, There- 
upon, Jones shot and instantly 
killed him. On searching the dead 
man the police say they found a 
os target pistol and a flash- 

ght. 

A search of the truck revealed 
30 hundred-pound sacks of sugar, 
a hack saw, a couple of shirts and 
a pint of corn whisky. Police say 
Pinion later told them that he and 
Chumbley had agreed to deliver 
the sugar to a bootlegger in Daw- 
son County and obtain for it $30 
a sack, or $900, each of them get- 
ting $450. They say Pinion also 
admitted he first met Chumbley 
when he was a guard at a prison 
camp in Forsyth County where 
Chumbley was serving a term for 
robbery. 

Police Chief M. A. Hornsby later 
said detectives had established 
that the sugar on the truck be- 
longed to the Olds Ice Cream Com- 
pany. The radio patrolmen were 
en route to the offices of that com- 
pany when they intercepted the’ 
truck. 

The police record of Chumbley 
began here in 1936. Since that 
time, several charges were lodged 
against him. They included viola- 
tions of the liquor law, larceny 
and robbery. In 1945, he attempt- 
ed to commit suicide. 

Detectives J. E. Helms and W. 
M. Holland are investigating the 
homicide aspects of the case, while 
Detectives M. V. Moss and W. M. 
Cox are trying to tie Chumbley 
and Pinion with other recent sugar 
robberies in this area. 

Chumbley, according to police 
records, was born in Dawson 
County. His home here is listed 
as a Gordon St. address. 

Pinion is geld on a charge of 
“suspicion of robbery.”

Brothers Bill and Garfield Craft 
were brought in unharmed by 
Sheriff Alex Raymond, of Simp- 
son County, ending the two-day 
search by hundreds of policemen | 
and residents of Magee. 

Eleven Negroes, including Ma- 
rine veteran Johnny Craft, the 
acknowledged ringleader, were in| 
the Hinds County Jail here. Craft) 
surrendered here early Tuesday, 
after eluding a cordon of more 
than 100 armed men who _ sur- 
rounded the swampy section 
where he and his companions had 
fled for hiding. 

KNOCKS AT JAIL DOOR 

Craft’s escape, and subsequent, 
surrender, took the officers by) 
surprise. He knocked on the jail 
door, and said “I want to give 
up.” The 22-year-old ex-Marine 
said he walked and hitch-hiked | 
the 60 miles from the search area 
to Jackson.

Most Unpleasant 
Sound There Is? 


In some book recently read, identification of 
which is impossible, it is stated the most unpleas- 
| ant sound there is in modern life is the noise made 
by a large crowd of women all talking at the same time. 

While not sticking out my neck too far, by agreeing in toto 
with that statement, I'll go along quite a ways and admit that if 
there are more unpleasant noises in everyday life, I can't name 
any at the moment.

Indifference Hurts 
Georgia Tourist Hopes 


sas The fellow was a hurtin’, as we used to say. 

o>. He had been in the Navy a long time—three or 
ES A four years, he said—and in lonesome hours way 
off there somewhere on the flat sea he used to dream about the hills 
of home. The one big thing he planned for himself was a trip 
through the mountains of North Georgia. 
So one of the first things he did when he got out a week or 
azo was to plan a long Sunday trip all up through the moun- 
He wanted to get off the main roads and get right back 
hills on the dirt roads. He wanted to ride the roads that 
beside the banks of the lakes where you look up at thick- 
rags on one side and down at blue waters on the other, 

Sunday was a pretty day. So he loaded his dad and his mother 
ana his kid brother in the car and set out. They took a long sweep 
up around the western shore of Burton, past the fishing camps, 
and then he took that twisting dirt road which leads back into the 
main highway, headed for home. And on one of the sharp turns he 
hit a rock and blew a front tire. But that didn’t worry him much. 
He had figured on tire trouble, so he had a spare in the back and 
the tools he needed. 

But the key broke off in the lock. And there he sat, with no 
Way to get to his spare tire and the tools. So he caught a ride 
in to the next town, a good-sized little town, where he knew he'd 
find a service station open. He found the stations all right, but 
he didn’t get much servicé. 

He asked the man if he had a truck that could run out there 
where his car was, with tools to pry the lock off the back so 
he could get to his tire. 

The man said he had a service truck but nobody that could go 
out with it. He said that one of his boys was sick and the other 
one was “white-eyed.” I guess that means tired. He didn’t have 
a tire he could sell. He didn’t even have a tool he could lend him 
to take back out there and pry the door up with himself. He told 
him to try another filling station down the street. The boy said he 
had tried that one already. He said there was a checker game 
going on at the filling station and when he asked about getting 
some help nobody made any effort to help him. They just said 
they couldn't do anything about it. 

It looked if the boy's car would just sit there indefinitely, 
go far as the help he was getting was concerned. So, since he was 
going over that road we told him we'd take him along and if he 
he could use any of our toels he was welcome. We drove him back 
to his car and loaned him a jack and he tried to knock the lock 
off with the jack but that didn’t work. Finally, he took the back 
seat out and his kid brother squeezed into the luggage compartment 
bet ween couple of X-braces and worried the lock open fram the 
inside. e got his tools out and changed his tire and went on. 


¢ Spoiled the little town where he couldn’t get any help are not 
pleasant. He will probably avoid that area in the future. If he 
ever passes through it again, he will remember it unpleasantly. 

The moral of this piece is simple. That town and that region 
depend upon the tourist trade for a good part of their living. There 
is something to sel! the tourist up there—beautiful scenery and fine 
fishing waters, and good comfortable hotels where the food is out 
of this world. The roads are good, most of them, and a visit to 
that area could be something that a tourist would remember and 
recommend to other folks. One man, pleased with his visit, by 
passing the word along could be the cause of the folks of that region 
making a lot of money. 

This fellow was a tourist. Not an out-of-State tourist, of course, 
but a middie Georgian, whose dollars spend just as well as the 
dollars of a man from Maine or Ohio. He should have been treated 
like a tourist, with courtesy. He should have been made to feel 
that his blowout was a personal disaster to everybody in the 
service station business, and every effort should have been made 
to see he got rolling again. He wasn’t a chiseler. He was in trouble 
and was willing to pay whatever it cost to get out. Luring tourists 
starts with the people. The vision of the Grand Carfyon is not 
pleasing to a man who has had his disposition soured by some dis- 
courteous er indifferent citizen he has met. It’s a good thing he 
was a Georgian instéad of an out-of-Stater. Out-of-Staters are hyper- 
critical of us, anyway. If it had been a man.from Pennsylvania 
who couldn't get help at the filling station where the checker game 
was going on, he'd have cussed Georgia to every neighbor to whom 
he described his trip when he got back home. 
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But his day was spoiled, and the memories he has of 


Service Most filling stations in Georgia, of course, aren't like 

that. I'm thinking of one in Gainesville where the 
man bounces out to the car and gives you a big hello and starts a 
line of chatter that makes you feel that -your happiness is the 
biggest thing in his life. It’s corny humor, but it’s good, and it 
makes you smile after a hot drive. “You want the self-rising?” 
he says, meaning ethyl instead of regular. “You about had it 
weaned.” he says, as he fills the tank. Then he and his minions 
swarm over the car checking the oil.and water and the air in 
the tires and wiping the headlights and the windshield. You keep 
feeling that next he is going to snatch off your specs and polish 
them, or test your dentures to see if they are firmly in place. 
You drive off feeling that Gainesville is a,.city populated with 
splendid citizens, the noblest metropolis of the foothills. 

Georgia is indifferent to many things other than good manners 
in her relations with travelers and in her efforts to lure tourists. 
Take Track Rock Gap, for instance. Off the highway from Hia- 
wassee to Blairsville there is a gap in the hills where some race 
of men who lived in these hills long before the Indians have carved 
their strange primitive symbols into soapstone boulders. There is 
a marker on the highway, telling about it, but the road to it just 
about tears your automobile to pieces. And when you get there 
what you see makes you both angry and sad. ‘There is no guard 
over the place, and previous visitors have amused themselves by 
cutting their initials into the stone beside the ancient carvings. 
Others have scratched and marred the stone in order to reshape 
the primitive markings into obscene symbols.

It has been an 
accomplice in the robbery and 
persecution of those millions, not 
daring to deny in so many words 
the right of the individual Ameri- 
can to drive his own bargain. Wag- 
ner achieved that dehumanizing 
purpose against millions by stealth 
and rapped them in the closed 
shop and its variations. And he 
established a court which has en- 
tertained complaints and even so- 
licited complaints from one side 
but will not receive charges 
against its own clients.

PRINCETON, N. J.—The new 
voters of the country, young men 
and women who will be eligible to 
cast their presidential vote in 1948, 
today show a preference for the 
Democratic party by a small ma- 
jority. 


If a presidential election were | 


being held at this time, the divi- 
sion of sentiment among the first 
voters with an opinion on the sub- 
ject is indicated by the following 
vote in a nation-wide Institute sur- 
vey: 
Fifty-three they

would prefer the Democratic party. | 


Forty-seven percent say they 
would prefer the Republican party. 


A total of 21 percent said they 
were undecided at present. 

Those who express a preference 
for a Democratic candidate in 1948 
name President Truman and Hen- 
ry A. Wallace, Secretary of Com- 
merce, as their two leading choices. 
Those expressing a preference for 
a Republican candidate give Gov. 
Thomas E. Dewey, of New York, 
and Harold Stassen, of Minnesota, 
as their top choices. 

The political importance of the 
new young voters is evidenced by 
the fact that by 1948 more than 


8,000,000 people will have come of | 
voting age since the last presiden- | 


tial election. Not all of these will 
actually vote on election day, but 
it seems reasonable to conclude 
that perhaps half of them will cast 
ballots. Any major party, if it is 
to perpetuate itself, must constant- 
ly draw into its ranks some of this 
new blood. 


In that respect the Democratic 
party has enjoyed an advantage 
over the GOP ever since the late 
President Roosevelt’s first election. 
However, the Democratic lead 
among first voters today is not as 
great as it once was. During the

This year with the Nats, Bert worked six innings in exhibition 
pley. He requested transfer to a lower league and Washington sent 
him to Joe Engle at Chattanooga the last part of July. 

Like Colt It's difficult to pick out Shepard from the other ball 

players on the field. During the current Cracker-

American diplomats in Belgrade 
were refused permission to see the 
plane and their written and oral 
demands for release of the passen- 
gers and crew were ignored. 

Acheson gave the direct lie to 
Yugoslav claims that American 
planes “violated” Yugoslav terri- 
tory 172 times between July 16 
and Aug. 8.

Every once in a while, little 
items of interest to the ex-service 
crowd pop up here and there. 
None of them deserves a whole 
column, but when a bunch of 
them accumulate, they’re worth 
reporting. I’ve got several on my 
desk now, so if you'll read on, I'l 
spill ’em to you. 

It’ll be a good idea if all vet- 
erans who think they want to take 
a tour of duty with the books next 
fall to get their certificates of eli- 
gibility pronto. 

The reason—and it sounds rea- 
sonable—is that if every ex-Joe 
or Jane who intends to return to 
school or college next fall waits 
until the last minute to apply for 
a certificate, there’s going to be 
a jam-up in regional offices of the 
Veterans’ Administration. And 
that means there are going to be 
delays in the delivery of subsist- 
ence allowance checks. 

You can’t do yourself any harm 
by applying for your certificate 
now, and you might be doing 


The other day, a veteran said 
to me, “If a man who lost a leg 
in action wants to get repairs on 
his artificial limb, he has to go 
all the way to a VA field station 
for approval—unless he wants to 
pay for the job himeelf.” 

Then his voice sounded as

true any longer. The 23,000 am- 
putee veterans are being given 
special cards entitling them to re-

Regional VA offices are keeping 
three copies of the card given to 
each veteran; just in case the orig- 
inal card gets lost. If you’re one 
of the 23,000 amputee veterans, 
and haven’t gotten your card yet, 
contact your regional office. 


The Veterans’ Administration, 
which runs the “biggest life in- 
surance business in the world,” 
guaranteed 220 million dollars of 
private life insurance for 85,000 
servicemen and women during the 
war. 


This was done under the Sol- 
diers and Sailors Relief Act. Any- 
body who went into the service 
could get his private life insur- 
ance premium payments guaran- 
teed by the government. 


The idea was that Uncle Sam 
didn’t want to let any commercial 


life insurance lapse just because 


the policy-holder was in uniform | 


and might not be able to pay pre- 
miums regularly. The guarantee 
is good up until two years after 
discharge. By that time, the pol- 
icy-holder must be in a position 
to pay any unpaid back premiums, 


and to carry the policy along him.- |

POLIO QUARANTINE IS MANDATORY, 
NOT VOLUNTARY, IN FLORIDA VISITS 


Georgia’s quarantine against persons who return to the 
State from Florida is mandatory and not voluntary, the State 
Department of Public Health emphasized yesterday in explain- 
ing its move against a possible spread of infantile paralysis. 

While there is no effort to “place guards” over returning 
Florida visitors in the battle against a possible poliomyelitis epi- 
demic, the Department explained, the quarantine of two weeks 
is not voluntary. The honor system is used for enforcement, 
but a violation of the quarantine could be made a matter of 
court prosecution. 

The Department is not threatening such prosecution, but is 
calling on all returing Florida visitors to offer co-operation in an 
effort to stave off an epidemic.
